LARGE IJUILDING BURNED 


The large three-story building at 


the corner-of Spring and Barney 
streets, formerly used by the late 
Achilles Stevens as a carriage fac- 
tory, was practical jyvdcstroyed in a 
spectacular fire 'early ' Thursday 
morning. 
While 
the 
outer 
walls 


were left standing, the interior was 
completely gutted and it is believed 
that the structure is so badly dam- 
aged that it cannot be rebuilt under 
the existing building laws. 


1 The fire was .discovered about 4.30 
o'clock, teing seen by neighbors' and 
passers-by at about the same time, 


BO that two still alarms were sent 
in, closely followed. by box 325, the 
private box on the Strand theatre near 
by. 
When the fire'department ar- 


rived the flames were pouring out. of 
the windows and had 'reached the 
house on the south, at the corner of 
Touro street. 
The whole structure 


seemed to be on fire inside with the 
flames spreading out. in every direc-" 
tion.. It looked for a time very seri- 
ous for'some of the neighboring build- 
ings, but the efforts of the firemen 
were aided by the wet condition "of 
everything 'following prolonged, fog 
and heavy rains. '•'.'.'

Two pumpers were at once'connect- 


ed up and several hydrantystreams 
weresput.at action, so that there was 
plenty.of.water to combat the flames. 
Danger to adjoining buildings was 
sobn'averted by, the heavy streams of 
water, but it was-a long time before 
the fife inside^ the building'was wholly 
extinguished. There was. nothing tc 
be done but-keep the water pouring 
.in, and; then when the firemen were 
able to follow, up the streams there 
was'much tearing out to be done. Fo,r 
a time the\sky was brilliantly, illu- 
minated and the smoke was very 
heavy, but there was little wind blow- 
ing and few' sparks travelling.'. 
. The building was .owned by "A. B. 
Cascambas arid a portion of the lower 
floor was-used as a storage room' by 
the Newport Canning Co. 
On -the 


.third.floor was an automobile belong-; 
ing to Mr. Cascambas. The cause bi 
the fire, is unknown, but the' flames 
had made. much headway when dis- 
covered. 
The .occupants of the ad- 


joining house at Spring and Touro 
streets were aroused and dressed as 
rapidly as possible, there:being .four 
families in that-house.. 


• The loss will-doubtless prove.quite 
large, more especially if the 'damage 
is'so great that the building cannot 
be rebuilt. 
Under the;'new building' 


law, a new structure in that location 
will .have, to be'of fireproof construc- 
tion which would .be very costly. 
..It was about'. an;: hour . from 
the. 


sounding of,the alarm until the recall 
.was given, and the.firemen were by 
no means thro ugh with their work at 
that time, 
interested. spectators. ex- 


pressed themselves as much pleased 
at the ability with-which the fire de- 
partment'handled the flames, many 
believing that the whole force showed 
much increased efficiency. 


Newport was represented 'at the

Plans for' the new hotel are said

A number of deslr- \ 
able names have been handed in and 
an effort will be made to get in touch 
with several of them to see if they 
think favorably of the project. 


It now'seems likely that the hotel 


will be built on the site of the old 
Ocean House, although the first ten- 
tative scheme took into consideration 
a 
location 
far around the 
Oceati 


Drive. 
The Ocean House site is at 


present owned by the Newport Casino 
and there is a probability of the 
owners contributing the land in ex- 
change for stock jri the hotel project. 
Many Ncwrjorte'rs have long believeo. 
that this is the 'oneMdeal location for 
a magnificent resort hotel, and there 
have always.been many warm advo- 
cates of building a suitable house on 
this spot. The other location on the 
Ocean 
Drive would have much • to 


recommend it, but even in a day of 
almost universal'use of automobiles, 
it is regarded as rather too far from 
the center of the.city. , 


'• Nothing has as yet been officially 
announced regarding any portion of 
the hotel project, but it is known 
that the general plans are now pretty 
well developed and there will soon toe 
a full disclosure of the sche'me to fi- 
nance the undertaking.

Death of Joshua Coggeshall 


.The Coggeshall family, once nu- 


merous in Middlctown, now compris- 
ing only a limited number, lost anoth- 
er . member bri Sunday, last, in the 
person of Josh'u'a' Coggeshall. :- Mr. 
Coggeshall was the oldest child of- 
George C. Coggcahall and Mary A. 
Brown and -the-.-"last• survivor of- a 
family of'eleven children: 


Mr. Coggeshall -wasi a ;lineal .de- 


scendant from John-Coggeshall, first 
President of the. Colony of Rhode 
Island, and in the ninth generation.-• 
His grandfather and others, of his 
progenitors bore the name of Joshua. 
Following the tradition of his ances- 
tors he kept on the farm, applied him- 
self to its cultivation' and was in- 
terested in every movement and un- 
dertaking designed to advance : the 
interests of the farmer and promote 
agriculture. 
In his early life-he en- 


joyed good health and was'an env 
cient.farm 'worker-and secured'good 
crops,-specializing, .to a considerable 
extent .in. Vegetables and garden 
truck. About, ten,years ago.he lost- 
his1 former good health' and. became 
the victim of an. insidious' disease, 
which year by year became more se- 
rious, and largely'diminished his ca-' 
pacity for manual labor. This disease 
rendered his, • respiration very diffi-. 
cult, and at times almost impossi- 
ble; 
and yet despite it all he perse- 


vered in doing some.work daily'on 
his farm. He gave a practical illus-- 
tration of the' proverb • that a .man's 
spirit-overcometh.his 'infirmity.:; All 
winter he arose early in.the morning 
and mjlked his eight cows and attend- 
ed to. their cafe and feeding. . This 
he did until" the morning of 'Febru- 
ary 24, when he collapsed from sheer 
exhaustion: 
He retained 
the "dis- 


tinctive Coggeshall trait of anproach- 
ing every problem of life, with calm 
deliberation and weighing carefully 
the evidence on both sides.' He pos- 
sessed 
a 
well-balanced 
mind and 


without exaggeration, it might be 
said a judicial mind, which could 
.determine matters in their relative 
proportion.. Consequently, his judg- 
ment w« jrood and safe to fo'low. 
His fellow-townsmen, recognizing his 
sound Judgment-and impartiality, re. 
peatedly elected him to office. 
He 


was.annually elected town auditor for 
twelve years; from 1888 to 1900, and 
assessor of taxes for eleven years, 
from 18SH to IPCO. He was elected n 
member of the public school cpmmit- 
feo for three consecutive terms of 
three yeirs ench, nnd served from 
April, 1895, to April, 1P04. In Arril, 
IPOS, he was .elected a member of the 
town covriril, ar,d re-elected in 1907 
and in 1908. 
During the years 1007 


and 1903 he WPS president of the 
tnwn council.

Tiandle, since too rigid price control 
stifles production. 
Attempts to fix 


prices on farm products, for instance, 
•would'btf hazardous, except in some 
«reat war emergency. Such prices, 
if set at a point below the figure fixed 
ty |iatural processes, would drive 
many farmers out of business, and 
.-finally tend to elevate the cost of 
these staples. 


Thu government, however, needs 


some kind of power with which to act 
in exceptional situations where corn- 
tines control the market, and when 
their grip can't be shaken by the 
•workings of economic law. Congress 
must see that some means is found 
lor protecting the people from the 
extortion 'practised by certain ele- 


mcnts when they get a chance. It is 
almost impossible to fra-jie a law that 
shall define what constitutes an ex- 
tortionate profit. But there should be 
some public authority which fchall 
have power to investigate the condi- 
tions in nny case, and to take effect- 
ive action If people persist in making 
exorbitant charges. 


If a fair amount of competition 


prevails in any staple, it usually 
works best to let natural laws operat* 
and they remedy piany bad situations. 
The public suffered from the exorbi- 
tant prices asked for sugar when that 
BtHjilc was released from control. But 
in tho>end free competition and high 
prices brought an enormous amount 
of sugar into the market, which has 
now 
produced 
a

price. 


The best security against profiteer- 


ing is the supply of a suflleient quan- 
tily of merchandise. When there Is 
plenty of everything, It Is almost im- 
possible to secure unreasonable fig-

President Harding is of a different 


type. 
He is a modest sort of a per- 


son nnd undervalues,rather^than over 
estimates his own powers. Instead of 
going ahead with bold assurance to 
select, his Cabinet and outline his 
policies, he hastened to call into con- 
sultation n group 'of the country's 
ablest' men. 
His critics called this 


weakness, m:d they said it meant he 
had no ability nnd policy of his own. 


But now,the result begins to ap- 


pear. Its first effect is to give him 
probably the ablest Cabinet that hn» 
been assembled in this generation. It 
is a Cabinet of.big. men, and nearly 
every one of them is of presidential 
size himself. 
With such a group in 


charge^'an'administration can hardly 
help being n success. 


It faces the most difficult problems 


that have been confronted since the 
Civil War. 
But some of the keenest 


intellects of the nation arc at the 
President's elbow! If human brain?

that neither drivers nor police can

zling lights cause many accidents. 


A joint committee representing the 


Illuminating Engineering Society ana 
the Society of Automotive Engineers, 
have worked out •h-ajral^m of specifi- 
cations 
for 
headlights,' which/ is 


claimed to be the most practical plan 
yet 'devised. This standard has been 
adpted by Connecticut, New -York, 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
Wisconsin 


and California, which states have 
nearly 25 per cent, of the total auto- 
mobile registrations. 


Every automobile owner should be 


glad to cooperate in efforts' to do 
away with the glaring headlight nui- 
sance. The testing of lights should 
be so simple that it can be done in 
any good garage, and ^whcn a good 
system is established every car owner 
should have his lights comply with 
the standard. 


The candle power of lights can now 


be determined by a simple device in 
accordance with the system worked 
out by this committee, so that this 
plan of regulation is apparently prac- 
tical. If so, it should become univer- 
sal, as it would save many accidents 
and make the use of the roads at 
night far more satisfactory.
